Copy of LETTER from Sir E. B . Sugden to John Uardy, Esq., dated Ely Place, 
March 120, 1835, 

Sir, 

BV the command of the Lord Lieutenant, certain evidence, taken upon an investigation 
held in the Court-house of Armagh in January last, has been transmitted to me lor the 
purpose of drawing iny attention to your conduct upon that occasion. I have attentively 
read your own evidence, as well as that of other witnesses, and your own evidence appears 
to me to establish the following facts : 

1st. At seven or eight o'clock on the evening of the iCth of .Tanuavy, you saw ball- 
cartridges made in a house in Loughgall by Richard Graham ; you saw only about 12 balls, 
and do not know how many were made in Loughgall. 

2d. In consequence of what you had heard you went in the direction of Kinnigo, about 
eight o'clock, wiih 'Graham, and you saw a boy called Slone, in liquor, with a gun, going 
frooiXaugiigall to.Kinnigo. tO assist the Protestants, and advised him to return. 

3d. Upon vour return to Loughgall you were applied to by Lavery for assistance against 
the Roman Catholics; you told them you had no police, and desired them to return, to 
put themselves in readiness to repel any attack, but on no account to proceed from the 
place ; if they were allacked, to send you word, and you would endeavour to have 
assistance ; you intended (not having police) to bring some of the well-disposed of the 
village of Loughgall with you. 

4lli. There was alarm amongst the people at Kinnigo, and between nine and ten o’clock 
at night, you and Mr. Walker, Dr. Shegag and others went in the direction of Kinnigo, 
with three or four guns ; you met Mr. Cardwell, and all returned to Loughgall. 

- 5 th. About two o’clock In the morning Luugngall church be!! rang ; you cannot say who 
ordered the bell to be rung; “ a servant informed you it was a signal to assault the Pro- 
testants,” you proceeded with a party to the church, and others, all ot the neighbourhood, 
joined you there ; about 20 or 30 arrived with guns and blunderbusse.s, and the like ; you 
all walked to Kinnigo; you said if any breach of the peace would ensue, you would be 
responsible for any act committed. , 1 i • 

6th. You there found a Protestant party in arms, and remained there till five o’clock in 
the evening, and then returned to Loughgall with about la or i6 of your patry, leaving 
the rest beliinri; you desired those behind not to leave llunr places, that is not to go 
from the town to make any attack, and if attacked, they would have the law on their 
side ; ” you heard shots fired after you left Kinnigo ; 14 nr 15 men were lolt behind, tuid 
they came home to Loughgall about eight o’clock on tlie same morning. 

7 th. All was traoquil a't Loughgall at nine o’clock. About one o’clock you state un- 
favourable reports reached you, and you forwarded Cardwell’s depositions, as to the houses 
being burned, to Mr. Henry, and you sent to Sir Thomas Molyneux, who wrote to you, 
stating that the yeomanry could not be called out, unless under particular circumstances. 

8th. About three o’clock you proceeded through College l.ands towards Kinnigo, and 
you state your iuterview with Mr. Olpherts and Sir F._ Stovin; you saw John Irwin, your 
Wiliff, and told him to go upwards, towards Kinnigo; and tell any person there that 
they might give up their watching, as the military were on the grounds. 

9 th. On Sunday morning you went to Kinnigo ; found all quiet ; you found about six 
men in Irwin's house; you said you thought they migln give up their guards, as the 
military and police were on the watch, and patroled. But in consequence of reports as 
to the 'Roman Catholics, and of an affidavit tfiat Donelly was going from chapel to chapel 
to collect a force, you appointed nine special constables, and had a guard placed m the 
school-room, and sent out patrols, under charge of the constables, armed with guns. 

loth. About eicrht o’clock in the evening, Mr. Obree came into Loughgall, and spoke of 
the excitement on the road. About two o’clock_ in the morning, Mr. Obree, who is not 
A magistrate, came to Lou'’'hgiill, accompanied with an armed party of about 100 or 150,

On°Thursday the i6tb, January, the election for the borough of Armagh-terminated, after 
gonte days of contest; the election for the county took place on same day< Colonel Veinef, 
the cciiiity Member, was chaired in Armagh, attended with great excitement, and many acts 
uP outrage on all sides. In the afternoon and evening of that day various detached parties 
of Protestants, passing home through Armagh, were waylaid there by very large parties, as 
isallcgetl* Roman Catholics ; they were beaten, fired at and wounded; one of them, 
Williamson, was carried into Rimiigo dangerously hurl. This 1 mention, because as the 
sight of the wounded man amongst them was calculated to produce irritation of miiid 
among the Kiunigo people, the majority of whom are Protestants ; so also his being received 
there %d to the firing of shots, by the opposite party, upon the house to which Williamsoh 
was conveyed. It is nardly possible to conceive the nervously-agitated state of the liiinda of 
persons of both denominations ; an object which requires to be kept in view throughout my 
explanation. On the evening of Friday, reports were made that a large .assemblage of 
Komun Catholics had placed themselves opposite to Kimiigo, about Kilmore, with hostile 
demonstrations. Kimiigo especially was threatened with attack, and thither in consequence 
Protestants were going from different quarters. As night approached, the excitement 
increased; there were no police left here, and 1 had been informed very few of the rnmy or 
police left in Armagh, having been sent off to the elections at Monaghan and Newry. , Such 
svas the situation of the country and mine, when Lavery called upon me, about eight 
o’clock in the evening. Your Lordship will observe 1 was alone, without counsellor, without 
support of any kind ; yet there were many hundreds to be repressed, who conceived them- 
selves and their families endangered to the utmost. If, under circumstances of such 
extreme difficulty, a magistrate were somewhat to exceed the powers ordinarily Vested in 
him it would appear not wholly inexcusable. Bui, niy Lord, it is my conviction that 
I did not exceed them; but under these most disadvantageous circumstances I was enabled 
to prevent a collision of the parties, and in some slight measure to quiet the alarm and allay 
the irritation that prevailed. 1 wdll proceed according to the numbers marked in my 
evidence 

1. I left my bouse anxious to hear if aiiv unusual noise or shots were to be heard in the 
direction of Kiiinigo. I called on Richard Graham, to walk over the hill with me in that 
direclion ; saw him, as stated in my evidence, making a few ball-cartridges, and saw about 
twelve'balls which 1 looked -at— as- the- effects, of the general excitement, and which I con- 
sidered were for the protection of bis house, and which I since find he is ready to swear to. 

2. This does not appear to require explanation. 

: S.-Having no police, 1 thought the only course to pursue was to advise the people of 
Kimiigo to make no aggression, but that if attacked they might defend themselves. In 
the event of an attack, the only assistance to which I could resort was that mentioned in 



mv evidence. - . 

“ 4 ^ My going forth in the direction of Kiunigo at this time, was with a view of obtaining 
more accurate informatiou of the state of afiairs in that quarter. The individuals alluded to 
were proceeding thither. The intelligence communicated by Mr. Cardwell, to the effect -that 
no attack bad taken place, altbough such was appreheiidecl, caused all to leturn. 

5 . About two o’clock in the morning of Saturday, my servant apprising me that the 

church bell was ringing (by whose authority I could not ascertain), and that it denoted that 
the people of Kitmigo were actually attacked, I set out for that place ; there were 30 or 30 
persons also proceeding thither, but not in a concentrated body ; some a good way before 
me, but none under my command, or collected by me in any way. Such was the excitement 
that I could not have kept them back; some indeed I knew, others 1 knew- not, and my 
presenee became the more indispensable to prevent them from urging on the tenantry of 
Kiimigo, who might be disposed, and were disposed, to listen to my advice; besides, I 
thought 1 might have some little weight with themselves, and pressed upon them, that it 
they “broke the peace I should be responsible. . 

6. 1 remained- at Kimiigo till five o’clock ou Saturday morning, and by my presence 

contributed, to say the least, to prevent any collision between the parties. Upon those who 
remained at Kimiigo 1 urged in the strongest manner that they should make no aggression, 
but act entirely on the dclensive, and that by strictly adhering to this advice they might 
count on the protection of the law. , . ,. 1 . * 

About one o’clock on Saturday the l?* January, it vr-as represent^ to. me 
houses m the ueiBhbourhootl of Armagh were seen burmug. A mati named Gartm.il wa. 
spoken of as knowioE something about this ; I sent for him nmnediately, and took his depo- 
Srtionon the subject; and forthwith forwarded it to Mr. Henry, chief constable of police to 
Armagh, end also sent an express to Srr Thomas Molyneux, whose yeomanry Ithou^ 
might assist or be serviceable, corieeivmg iheromight not be sufficient ™ , 

I. My leaving borne at this time was with the intention of proeeeding to Gharlemont for 
the purpose of applying for a military force. On my way 1 learned lha a 
preeeeded thence towards the disturbed district; m consequence of which I aroeled my 
course thither. Whin at the place, I had the mteiview, stated in my evidence, with Mf. 
oiphetts -and Sir F. Stovin, to whom I proposed ronoimng, if reqrnred ■ as

With Cardwell’s getting gunpowder, I beg to observe, I had nothing whatever to do • h„f 
aware that he dealt m the article, and recently had procured some, I charged him to be 
cautious not to sell to any but persons of good character. Of M'Wullcn I know and krZ 
nothing, nor have I any idea what 150 men were with him. it may be right to state that 
Mr. Obree s party, alluded to m No. 10. never went within a mile of Kinni|o : it may the e 
lore be assumed, my advice and remonstrance were not altogether uninfluential unon them 
further, so far from joining the illegal assembly, who professed to manacle flieir own affeirs' 

I was not even at or near Kiiinigo on the clay when Mr. M'Mnllen appeared there until 
some hours after Im colloquy with Sir F. Stovin, when I myself was in company wi’th the 
latter and Mr. Olpherts, as tneuijoned in No. 8. ^ 

As to my accompaiiyin!; any armed men, your Lordship will perceive I could not ston 
Ihera. 1 was led to consider my presence might seiwe to check their anxiety for enaave 
merit and certainly it seems morelikely I should be of use by being present where they were 
than by being absent, i never identiaed myself with them, or any of them ; never led them 
to suppose I was their leader,— gave them no eiiconragement whatever. But [ certainly do 
think that if a large imchecked armed party had arrived among the Kinnigo people, in the 
exasperated state of feeling they both were, an attack upon the opposite party mist 'have 
been the result. I had with the tenantry a distinct and sepaiate influeuce, besides lhat 
-which I might possess as a magistrate, from having for a long series of time had the inanaKe 
ment of the property, and thus enjoyed the opportunity not only of becoming aeniiaintcd 
with them, but conciliating their regard. And now, ray Lord, having brought to a close the 
statement of fac«, so far at least as to embrace the hc-ads of your Lordship's letter, I will 
merely observe, that if my anxiety, to trespass as little as possible on your time lias led me 
to be less dilluse or oiroumstantual than is necessary to show that I did exert myself as a -
